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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants contend that ABA is not required for 
all pines of the subgenus Pinus (page 21 , 2nd paragraph). The Office contends that the specification teaches some pines included in the 
subgenus Pinus require ABA in the media (page 16 of specification, lines 12-15) and the claims are directed to all species of the 
subgenus Pinus, not just some of the species. Applicants contend that the references of the 103 rejection do not teach all the limitations 
of the claimed invention (pages 27-29 of Remarks). The Office contends that the combination of the two references teach all the 
limitations of the claims and one of skill in the art would be motivated to combine the teachings of both references as stated in the office 
action mailed 5/19/2005 . 
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
